LOOKS BETT LH EVERY DAV 
According to hot flashes from the news fronts, 
opponents of the St. Lawrence deep waterway and 
hydro-electric project have the battle of their lives 
doming up. 
This isn t because the project is any 
better than 
it ever was in the years when it was 
being sniffed at and rejected as not being worth the 
candle, but 
because an attem pt will be made this 
time to put it across as a national defense measure 
T hat’s another way of saying it's mighty hard, now 
that the spending lid not only has been taken of! 
but thrown away, to resist anything tagged national 
defense. 
It brings to mind a favorite project of our dreams 
back in the days when a super-highway all the way 
across the country was being proposed for W P A -a 
transcontinental derp-water canal from New York to 
fijbn Francisco to run alongside 
the 
highway. Tile 
idea was absurd at the time; there simply wasn't 
that much money and the engineering problem was 
insuperable. 
The Idea’s still nutty, from an en­ 
gineering point of view, but the money angle, sig­ 
nificantly, doesn’t seem quite so serious any more. 


IMPRESSIONABLE MW. MATSUOKA 
• if s said the Japanese play their diplomacy with 
poker flaces, so if Foreign Minister Matsuoka hears 
anything about Yugoslavia while out-guessing the 
I$azis in Berlin he probably w ont flicker an eye­ 
lash. 
Even at this distance—too great for kibitzing~it 
U noticeable, however, that Mr. Matsuoka is wear­ 
ing a quizzical expression. A blind man could almost 
s#e It. 
For certain things like Singapore, which are not 
Within Germany's power to withhold or bestow, Mr 
Hlatsuoka is being invited to risk the Japanese navy 
against the United States navy. At least that is the 
assumption. 
Perhaps the United States has been 
fboled about the purpose and actual text of the 
mutual defense pact between Japan, Germany and 
italy, directed ostensibly at the United States. 
The United States is betting, however, that Mr. 
Matsuoka hasn't been fooled. Germany never was in 
position to be of any direct assistance to Japan- ex­ 
cept to divert Russia -and it is not in position now 
to do that 
Unless diplomacy has changed enorm­ 
ously. Mr Matsuoka, realizing how the land lies in 
the Axis game, is getting ready to throw in his 
hand.

Senator Whittemore, author of a 
diversion measure, said that ex­ 
piration of the April I deadline for 
buying 1941 license plates requires 
that the fees collected be distributed 
according to the present law. 
Earmarked Now 
The tag funds now are earmarked 
for highway and street improve­ 
ments. 
He added, however, that his bill

alive” 
and 
might yet be enacted to permit 
diversion next year. The measure, 
blocked when it was brought up 
for a vote several weeks ago. has 
been kept off the calendar because 
of a lack .a: support. 
Besides its diversion clause the 
proposal would take $1,402,700 of 
the tag revenue from the counties 
and give it to the cities. 
The senate today took up five 
bills affecting the fish and game 
laws, one of which would make 
fishing licenses expire Feb. 28 in­ 
stead of Dec. 31. 
Before the house was a proposal 
to create a state nurses board. 
The house last night approved 
and sent to the senate a bill which 
would exempt newspapermen from 
disclosing the source of their in­ 
formation to any court, jury, offi­ 
cer or public official.
